some exceedingly heavy fighting, 
Marshal Rommel withdrew his tanks 
to their areas of concentration 
about three or four miles farther to 
the West. Reports from Cairo lay 
stress on the fact that this with- 
drawal cannot be regarded in any 
way as a retreat, Evidently Marsha] 
Rommel is re-grouping his forces for 
another mass attack, which may be 
in progress even as we write, The 
British are fighting at a marked 
disadvantage. Most of their avail- 

able tanks were lost at “ Knighte- 
bridge.” They also lost large 
numbers of anti-tank guns; and, 

although strong reinforcements are 
expected, one gun at the front is 
worth a dozen at some — on the 
Red Sea. 

The British troops are reported 
to be fighting with magnificent 
spirit; but flesh and blood are 
no match for Mark IV tanks, and 
in his speech in the House of 
Commons on Thursday Mr. Churchill 
warned the British people to expect 
news of grave importance.“ Of 
cour all the odds are not on 
Marshal Rommel’s side. The 
British have admitted superiority 
in the air. They already have 
been strengthened by the arrival of 
a number of American heavy 
bombers, manned by American crews, 
and during the last few days 
the Axis bases and lines of 
communication have been subfected 
to a merciless hammering. Further- 
more, after nearly a month's 

strenuous fighting in torrid heat. 

Marshal Rommel’s troops must be 
feeling the strain. They have ad- 
vanced more than four hundred 
miles across the desert. They are 
depending on motor transport not 
only for their supplies of ammuni- 
tion and other war materials, but 
also for their water, which is of 
supreme importance in desert war- 
fare, and there is smal] doubt that 
the British bombers have been able 
to inflict a considerable amount of 
damage on their lines of supply. 

General Auchinleck is fighting a de- 
laying action. Every hour that he 
can gain enhances: his hopes of re- 
inforcement, and desert warfare is 
such a tricky business that even yet 
the British position may be saved. 


| At any rate, the issue remains un- 


decided. There have been tragic 
mistakes in British leadership, but 
nobody will deny that the rank and 
file of General Auchinleck’s forces 
have fought with nay eer 
courage even in defeat. They 
defending the El Alamein “ bottle. 
neck ” with dogged resolve, and 
General Auchinleck seems to be 
using his light and mobile units 
with much skill. Probably some 
days will pass before the full results 
of the present fighting will become 
clear. In the meantime, neither 
London nor Cairo seems to be un- 
ot | duly alarmed.

Arithmetically, 
London County Council is a more 
important body than Dai] Eireann. 
The Corporation of Manchester 
administers the local affairs of a 
community equal to the whole popu- 
lation of Northern Ireland. While 
the authorities of Westminster are 
concerned with the affairs of world- 
wide dominions, our Irish Govern- 
ments are free to concentrate their 
attention on loca) and domestic 
issues.
